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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . The application has been amended as follows: in claim 1 , line 10, change the 
phrase "the user" to — a user — . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there are no 
prior arts teaching or suggesting of a user manual interface includes an actuation blocl< 
comprising a first segment (16) articulated to a base (1) and a second segment (15) 
articulated to the first segment, two motors (20, 5) and two cable transmissions (7 to 14, 
22 to 24) each associated with rotation movements of the segments, the rotation 
movements of the first segment (16) being pivoting, the motors being installed on the 
base (1 ) and having a main extension direction coinciding with the direction of an output 
shaft (21, 6), the main extension directions of the two motors being parallel to the first 
segment (16); and a means of fastening the base, a train of articulated segments (16, 
15, 28 to 31) including the segments of the actuation block and one end of the train of 
segments gripped by a user. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Kyung et al discloses a haptic mouse interface system including a mouse, a first force 
feedback unit for providing a first force feedback in a first direction of a virtual object to 
the user's hand and arm, and a second force feedback unit for providing a second force 
feedback in second and third directions to the user's fingers, and a tactile feedback unit 
for providing tactile sensation to the user's fingers. [US 7,339,574] 
Okuno et al discloses a robot arm mechanism including a handling member for 
supporting a handling an object, a robot arm made of a plurality of links and a robot arm 
driving mechanism for driving the robot arm to assume its contracted and extended 
position. [US 6,705,177] 

Yamazoe discloses a horizontal multi-joint industrial robot having a rotational driving 
force is transmitted from one or more motors placed in a base through driving force 
mechanism placed in arms and connecting parts to each of arms and a robot hand. 
[US 6,593,718] 

Rosheim discloses a pair of connected joints in a master-slave robotic system each 
operated by a plurality of force imparting means for the second joint imparts force 
thereto at an acute angle. A third joint is used with a flexible drive tape partly internal 
thereto. [US 5,967,580]
